With the increase in the J.C. 
student body and the return of 
veterans to the college comes a 
decided rise in all class averages. 
Whether or not the return of vet- 
erans and the rise in grades are 
congruous is irrelevant, but it is 
obvious to last year’s students 
that the two have come together. 

Regardless of who is responsi- 
‘ble for the decided rise in the 
class averages, it is generally con- 
ceded that all students will be 
compelled to spend more time 
with their books this year than 
in’ the few years previous if they 
expect to make even a showing 
in the proverbial race for a “C” 
average. 

“A” students of yesteryear are 
struggling for a stouter grip on 
their last year’s marks. 


The college faculty, sensing the 
desire of returning veterans to 
get an education to prepare them 
for advanced schooling, and to 
make up for one, two, possibly 
more, years of educational dor- 
mancy are raising the standards 
of class work. In comparison to 
last year’s assignments and work, 
there has been a minor revolu- 
tion in both for this year’s school- 
ing. Assignments that would or- 
dinarily have been recognized as 
of the “A” class have now 
dropped down into the “B” slot. 

The additional study does not 
come only with the faculfy re- 
quest for more daily classwork. 
“Unknown” students and veter- 


, ans are present: in all classes to 


take ‘the “A’s” away from non- 
deserving students. To save face, 
to keep up with the rest of the 
gang, and to satisfy their own 
personal desire not to be outdone, 
students are studying — studying 
as they never have before — for 
weekly tests and mid-terms. 

Students who graduate from 
Salinas Junior College this year 
are going to do so with a feeling 
of having gained a real amount 
of knowledge. The competition 
for learning has finally arrived. 

Two very favorable aspects are 
bound to accompany this rise in 
class averages—first, students 
who qualify for passing marks 
will have taken more from the 
school than the written grade 
shows, and second, the. college 
will rid itself of many who have 
come to college only to play and 
kill time till forced to go out 
and make a living.
